The death took place at Amisk, 
‘Alberta, on Sunday, February 3rd, of 
John Moore, father of Mrs. H. S. 
Pearson, of Red Deer, aged 79 years. 

Deceased was ‘born, and spent the 
greatest portion of his life, at Cra- 
paurd, P.E.I., where he was one of the 
leading dairymen, and was the father 
of the first creamery erected in that 
province. He moved to Alberta seven- 
teen years ago and farmed for two 
years at Ridgewood and Penhold, and 
shortly afterwards he took up land at 
Amisk, where he has resided ever 
since. His second wife died about 
ten years ago. He leaves four daugh- 
ters to mourn his death, namely, Mrs, 
HH. S. Pearson, Red Deer; Mrs. Leel, 
of Portland, Oregon; Mrs. H. J. 
Wright, of Three Hills, Alberta; Mrs. 
Walter Reason, of Amisk, with whom 
he made his home, 21 grandchildren 
three sisters and one brother. He 
took a stroke about two years ago and 
has been practically an invalid since 
that time. 

Deceased was a life-long member of 
the Church of England, and his father 
and grandfather were ‘both strong 
churchmen and were buried in the 
Church burying ground at Crapaud. 
The funeral at Amisk took place on 
Wednesday, Feb. 6th, all his children 
being present. The funeral services 
were conducted iby the 'Rev. Arthur 
Murphy, of Edmonton.

BOARD OF TRADE 


Held Monday in Alexandra Hall— 
Splendid Turn-out of Members—Ad- 
dresees by His Honor Judge Mahaffy 
and R.C. W. Lett. _~ 


The first luncheon of the Board of 
Trade, under the lately innovated sys- 
tem, was held on Monday in the ‘Alex- 
andra Hall. Among those present 
were His Honor Judge Mahaffy and R. 
C. W. Lett of the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources, C.N.R., as guests of 
the Board, President E. S. Hogg, Sec- 
retary Stephenson, and Messrs. Ains- 
worth, Porter, Greig, Muir, Larson, 
Sanders, Welliver, McKenzie, Botterill, 
Edis, Turnbull, Snell, Patterson, R. L. 
Gaetz, Kent, Payne, Cornett, Dale, 
McCreight, Bullock, Horn, W. J. 'Steph- 
enson, Willson, Fulton, Brazier, Teas- 
dale, F. Callender, Locke, Humber, 
McCrostie, Mitchell, Brewerton, Orme, 
Leppard, Long, Malcolm, Pederson, 
Norris, Brown, Weston, (Gillespie, 
Gunn and Carswell. Representatives 
were also present from the Advocate 
and the Albertan. 

The dinner was served by the W. A. 
of St. Luke’s Church, and if all future 
meals are up to the same standard, it 
will soon be difficult toseat the people 
who will wish to be present. The 
meal was started well on time, and 
business was commenced shortly after 
one o'clock. 

The Secretary submitted a monthly 
report as follows: 

The President and Members,

Gentlemen: 

I submit monthly report as follows: 

1. A fish hatchery for pickerel may 
be established in the City Police 
Station, provided the City Council giv- 
es permission. ‘Mr. Rodd, Chief Fish- 
ery Inspector for Alberta, will super- 
vise the construction of this, which 
will cost very little. The fry, when 
hatched out, will have to be taken out 
to Sylvan Lake every few days during 
the hatching out season which lasts 
about three weeks in May. 

2. The Board has received resolu- 
tions from Winnipeg and Calgary 
Boards of Trade calling for a National 
Economy ‘Week commencing on Feb- 
ruary 25th. 

3. The Secretary of Red Deer Loca] 
U.F.A. requests the Board of Trade to 
pass a resolution requesting the Pro- 
vincial Government to arrange for an 
Agricultural Short Course towards the 
end of March. 

4 .A Soldiers’ Wives’ 
has been arranged for this 
March 18th to 21st. 

5. The Council of the Board recom- 
mend that an invitation be extended 
to the Bruce Old Boys’ Association to 
hold its first annual picnic at Red 
Deer. 

6. Mr. Lett, General Agent Coloniza- 
tion and Developement department of 
the Canadian National Rallways, sug. 
gests getting farmers in this district 
to write to their home newspajers 
stating the advantages of farming in 
this district. 

7. All inquiries have been replied to.

The meeting adopted each clause of 
the report, although no action will be 
taken on the question of economy 
week. Red Deer is one of the few 
places where the Agricultural Short 
Courses are being held, and they have 
been highly praised by all interested 
here. 

The regular (business of the meeting 
being concluded, the chairman called 
on His (Honor Judge ‘Mahaffy, and, lat- 
er on, C. W. Lett, for addresses. 

Judge Mahaffy congratulated the 
Board on choosing ‘Monday for their 
meetings, as on that day mere man on 
going home to dinner always found 
himself eating with wash fboards or 
ironing boards, and might as_ well 
dine downtown with the Board of 
Trade. 

In his opinion the country east of 
the city is finest and most attractive 
farming land in the province. But for 
wealth, it could not equal the west 
country with its vast mineral and lum- 
ber resources. He felt that the time 
must come when pulp mills wili he 
established in Alberta, and there is 
no spot better than in the country 
west of the C. & E. line. He had 
been very surprised lately to hear 
that from the country ‘west of Red 
Deer an average of a carload of hogs 
a day had been shipped out last year. 
It was also a revelation that in a 
small pace like the Mountain House 
the weekly sum paid out for cream 
was $2,000.00. With the best graded 
railway through to the coast in the 
Dominion, it is only a matter of 
time until Red Deer becomes a Dis 
centre. When such time arrives, peo- 
ple of Calgary will want admission, 
and the speaker felt that they should 
be taxed a head tax of $500.00 on ad- 
mission. For if they come in, they 
will want to bring their street rail- 
way and the Calgary Albertan with 
them. He had tbeen told by the chaii- 
man not to make a long speech, and 
he had already spoken longer than 
he could remember ever doing before, 
so he would stop with thanks for the 
kind attention of the gathering. 

R. C. W. Lett, in opening his ad- 
dress, congratulated the Board on the 
splendid gathering. He was very 
glad of the opportunity to address the 
Board, and mentioned that Sir Henry 
Thornton was always glad of a 
chance to address such bodies. John 
Blue, Secretary of the Bdmonton 
Board of Trade, had also expressed a 
wish that members of the Boards 
should exchange visits from time to 
time. 

The speaker emphasized the need 
of getting industries to establish in 
the west. At the present time ail 
Canadian industries In the east were 
to a greater or lesser extent deperd- 
ent on the supply of anthracite from 
the States. The unlimited supply of 
coal in Alberta, which had as much 
heat as any other, could not as yet be 
taken east at a reasonable cost, and 
the railway heads could not see how 
it ever could he. The alternative was 
to bring the industries west. It was 
everywhere stated that Western 
Canada was the most wonderful place 
for farmers, but not enough attention 
was given to procuring markets for 
the produce which could fbe so abun- 
dantly raised. He was of the opinion 
that to supply these markets, indus- 
tries, with their accompaniment of 
paid employees, must be started here.

gary, who is secretary of the Southern 
Alberta Old-timers’ and Pioneers’ 
Association, and who was to have been 
the principal speaker of the evening. 
He had brought with him for the pur: 
poses of his addess a series of lantern 
slides of old-time scenes and happen- 
ings, but found, when he tried to oper- 
ate the lantern, that the power of the 
Delco system was insufficient for the 
purpose. He was obliged to express 
his regrets that he was unable to show 
the slides, but promised that if a 
meeting could be arranged in Red 
Deer in the near future he would be 
glad to attend and give the address. 
Mr. Riley is one of the real old- 
timers of the province. He spoke of 
the organization of which he was Sec- 
retary. It had ‘been in operation for 
three years, and a very great deal of 
interest was being taken in it. He 
quoted the first article of the constitu- 
lion. The gist of it was that among 
other things the objects of the 
association were to collect and pre- 
serve information of the early history 
of the province, to keep intact writ- 


ings, maps, drawings, pictures, etc., 
and to perpetuate, by getting into 
print, the narratives of the early 


pioneers of the west. 

The Southern Alberta Association now 
had 600 such members and it was only 
three years old. 

. He referred laughingly to two of the 
very earliest white men in the west— 
Col. James Walker and Dave McDoug- 
all. He stated that in his search for 
authentic information he had asked 
the Colonel how many buffalo there 
were in the province when he first 
came. Col. Walker had replied that 
on his first trip west he had travelled 
through a herd of buffalo for several 
days, and on coming. to the high 
Cypress hills, he had climbed to the 
top of the highest and counted the 
herd through his field glasses. He had 
counted 999,000, but was sure he had 
missed some, and there were probably 
a million.. On telling Dave McDougall 
of the story, and asking for verifica- 
tion, this old pioneer has stated at 
once that he had seen a herd of at 
least ten million. “Back I went to 
Col. Walker,” continued the speaker, 
“and faced him ‘with the difference.” 
Well, he said, the only way I can ex- 
plain it is, that we saw different herds. 

He was very glad to see Col. Walker 
present and was sure that he would 
have some interesting things to tell 
the gathering. The Colonel was 
konwn in the Old Country as the man 
who burst out and went to war every 
fifty years. Out here he was known 
as one of the old-timers whose faith 
in the west had made it what it is. 

Before concluding his address, the 
speaker asked that a toast be given 
“The Pioneer Women.” He referred 
to Mrs. J. McDougall, who came out in 
"73 and who for all that winter was 
the only white woman between Ed- 
monton and the U.S. border. He also 
spoke of Mrs. Gaetz, wife of the late 
Rev. Leonard Gaetz. In 1883 she was 
assisting her husband in Red Deer 
and was the only white woman _be- 
tween Edmonton and Calgary. He was 
sure that the audience would agree 
that more credit ‘was due the women 
pioneers than to the men. After the 
toast, everyone joined in singing “For 
They Are Jolly Good Fellows.’ 

After Rev. McAllister had obliged 
with a song and encore, the chairman 
called on Col. Walker. This well- 
known old-timer and soldier had been 
asked to come and reply to a toast to 
the King. Owing to the impossibility 
of having the toast list, this had to be 
changed in some respects. The Col- 
onel, however, gave a few reminiscen- 
ces of his meetings with the present 
King. He met him ffirst when, as 
Duke of Cornwall and York, he made 
a tour of Canada, and he met him 
again during the great war, while in 
England. The speaker also gave some 
very interesting stories of his early 
experiences in Alberta. He drove over 
the entire province paying treaty 
money to the Indians and the chief 
difficulty met with was the fording of 
the various rivers. 

Other speakers at the gathering 
were D. Morkeburg, of Markerville, R. 
A. VanSlyke, of Red Deer, and G. W. 
West, of Innisfail. All these speakers 
stressed the necessity for optimism. 
As Mr. Morkeburg said, we came to 
the west because we had visions of 
her future greatness. Let us not lose 
heart or our vision because develop- 
ment is not as rapid as we should 
like. He pointed out as an example 
of the great advances that have been 
made that the creamery butter output 
in Alberta last year was sixty times as 
great as the entire butter output of 
the North West Territories in the first 
year he was in the country. 

R. A. VanSlyke’s advice was to 
smile, ‘but no one could smile for 
laughing while he told of funny hap- 
penings he had seen or read of. 
“Buzz” is getting quite a reputation 
as a speaker, and, after hearing him 
Friday night, everyone knew where 
he got it, and that he earned it. 

G. W. West. who is one of the earli- 
est settlers of the Innisfail, or as 
then known, Poplar Grove. district, 
made a most interesting speech.

Considerably over 
300 have now signed up.

According to a recent official com- 
pilation, out of every 100 people in 

anada 51 live on farms, The 70,- 
000 farms in Canada represent a 
gross worth of $700,000,000 or about 
$10,000 per farm, and produce an 
annual revenue of nearly $1,500,000, 
an average income per farm of $2,- 
000 yearly. 


From the opening of the cro 
year, September Ist, to the officia 
closing of navigation, December 
12th, the Canadian Pacific Railway 
reported the heaviest marketing of 
grain since the inception of the road. 
Cars loaded by the company also 
created a record for the season, hav- 
ing numbered 116,232. Grain mar- 
keted topped the 200,060,000 bushel 
mark, 


Thirty-seven per cent of all auto- 
mobiles in Canada are owned by 
farmers. Ownership of the balance, 
according to recent statistics, is 
made up as follows: business men 
and brokers, 16 per cent; salesmen 
and travellers, 16 per cent; profes- 
sional men, 8 per cent; laborers, 4 
per cent; contractors and livery men, 
8 per cent each, and miscellaneous 
and no occupation stated, 18 per cent. 


When the Canadian Pacific liner 
“Empress of Canada” left New York 
on January 30th for her great 
round-the-world cruise, she was the 
first Canadian vessel ever to com- 
mence such a voyage carrying a 
regular bookstall in the charge of 
experienced attendants, in addition 
to a free library. The stock includes 
many excellent recent books on 
travel, which will enable passengers 
to prepare themselves for the for- 
eign lands they will visit, as well as 
a large number of novels by the 
best-known authors. 


Of the total wheat exported from 
Canada in November, amounting to 
64,196,908 bushels, by far the greater 

roportion went to the United King- 

Nom, which took 43,815,391 bushels. 
The United States was second larg- 
est importer of Canadian wheat, 
taking 9,010,143 bushels. Italy came 
next, taking 4,013.152 bushels, and 
Greece next, with 2,066,480 bushels. 
The exports of Canadian wheat to 
France during this period amounted 
to 1,328,368 bushels and to Belgium 
1,075,216 bushels. Those to Ger- 
many totalled 129,820 bushels. 


In the keenest competition, em- 
bracing entries from all important 
agricultural districts of the North 
American continent, Alberta farmers 
won 43 prizes at the recent inter- 
j national stock and grain show at 
Chicago. Two grand championships 
—wheat, Major G. H. L. Strange 
and oats, J. W. Biglands—went to 
the province. Major Strange was 
also first with white field peas and 
Nunemaker Brothers, of Brooks, 
first with red clover seed. Major 
Strange’s success is especially re- 
markable as he has only been a 
farmer four years. 


The latest statements of the earn- 
ings and expenses of the Canadian 
Yacific Railway show that the strong 
position of that organization has 
been well maintained, and that a 
steady improvement has _ been 
achieved, in spite of the difficulties 
of the past few years. The figures 
for December show gross earnings 
of $19,136,674, working expenses of 
$15,180,546, and a net profit of $8,- 
956,127, an increase of $491,322 over 
that of December, 1922. The 1923 
totals show gross earnings of $195,- 
837,089, working expenses of $158,- 
' $58,079 and a net profit of $37,479,- 
010, an increase of $1,177,319 over the 
total earnings of the road in 1922. 
Net earnings for this year were the 
highest since 1917 and gross earn- 
ings the highest since 1920,

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BOGGED DOWN

Great Deal of (Work Stil] Remains to 
Be Done Before Measure Can Go 
Before the Legislature. Cabinet 
Believes It Too Important to Place 
Before House in,Last Hours of Ses- 
sion, When It Might Be Jammed 
Through. ; 


HDdmonton, February 20.—Chan'ces 
for the new City Act going through 
at this session of the legislature are 
not of the brightest. This was, in 
effect, the answer given to the com- 
mittee of civic officials by ithe giovern- 
ment after considering the question 
in cubinet Tuesday evening. It may 
be brought up even yet, (but it does not 
seem likely. 

Both Premier Greenfield and Attor- 
ney-General Brownlee, under whose 
dqapartments the act will ‘specially 
‘come, gave an explanation to the 
effect that there is such a volume of 
legislation already on the boards, and 
‘there is still so much work to be done 
on the City Aict before it ican be ‘sub- 
mitted to the house, that it is doubtfut 
if a place can ‘be made for it at this 
session. 

The government is also determined 
not to have important legislation 
‘crowded over to the last days and 
hours of the session, ‘and the City 
Act, it ho]ds, is of great importance 
and requires careful consideration. 

From the dities’ point of view it 
was thought desirable to have ‘tthe act 
passed this year if possible, but the 
right kind of ‘an act, and proper hand- 
ling ‘of it in the house, were acknow- 
ledged to be necessary. The premier 
might ‘be 
helped by the civic officials going on 
with the work of embodying their 
various suggestions in the final draft, 
and this work would be of service next 
year, if not at the present session.

Stop, Think and Act

The earth’s atmosphere is supposed 
to vary fin depth from a hundred and 
fwenty to two hundred miles. 


‘A coating for wood, almost equal in 
hardness to.stone, may be made by 
beating together ten parts lime, 
twelve parts resin, and one part lin- 
seed ofl, and when thoroughly dis- 
solved and hot applying it to a wood 
surface. 


‘A process for producing glass which 
will not splinter ‘has been devised by 
a French inventor. One side of each 
of two glass plates is covered with a 
thin coating of gelatine, a thin clear 
plate of celluloid is laid between these 
two surfaces, and glass and cellulo!d 
are then united by strong pressure 
dmto a single pane. 


Gas from Peat: It has been discov- 
ered that peat, like coal, yields about 
five cubic feet of gas from eacn 
‘pound. At the municipal gasworks of 
Akkrum, Friesland, peat has been 
found to overheat the retorts, but a 
mixture of two parts by weight of coal 
to one of peat has given good results, 
producing gas of excellent quality. 
The peat is entirely consumed, with 
no by-products. Even this use of peat 
is an important advantage, as coal— 
especially gas-coal—is now very scarce 
in Holland, while peat is plentiful. 


A Boon for the Housewife—It is 
announced that an English steel firm 
has evolved a new product, which is 
called stainless steel, which when 
brought to a bright polished finish is 
proof against rust, stain, or tarnish. 
The first articles which have been 
made fom this steel are cutlery, and 
after prolonged use this thas retained 
its original finish. Although specimens 
were subjected to a particularly severe 
test on fruits of various kinds known 
to stain ordinary steel, there were no 
marks of any kind on the surfaces of 
the cutlery. 


The Mineral Springs of ‘Serbia.—A 
feature of Serbia which is little 
known, but which one day may make 
that country rich, is its wealth of 
mineral springs. With some capital 
and enterprise, several Serbian spas 
might soon outdo the damousitwatering- 
‘places of Austria and Germany. One 
of them, Arandyelovats, has already 
attracted a considerable number of 
visitors in recent years, bu: the baths 
at Kovilyacha have never received the 
attention they deserve. Waters of 
rare virtue are there—one containing 
jodine' for the scrofulus and _ rheu- 
matic, another with iron, another with 
peculiar potency ffor the cure of eye 
\diseases. 


Straw Meal as Food.—Certain old 
beliefs that straw is in ong or another 
way dangerous as food have ‘been 
shown to be dalse. DoctorFriedenthal, 
of Berlin, has tested a straw meal diet 
on himself. The meal was baked in- 
to bread, and when oat straw was 
used the latter was more palatable 
‘than ordinary war bread. The mill- 
ing was ‘punpose]y coarse. The nut- 
tient value was ‘small, but ithere was 
no sign of intestinal irritation. An 
addition of thirty-three percent. of 
‘straw meal ‘to war bread greatly im- 
‘proved the latter in looks and palat- 
ability. The nutrient value is there- 
fore not wholly material. A palat- 
able, digestible, and nutritious bread 
can be eaten in any desirable quan- 
tity. As straw meal can be supplied 
in practically unlimited quantities, 
thousands of tons of potatoes can 
thereby be released for separate con- 
sumption, the potato addftion in war 


ibread having proved unsatisfactory 
in several respects. 
Electric Heating for Homes.—A 


unique system of electrical heating 
for houses of from four to ten rooms, 
and which is especially intended for 
localities where electric current is 
inexpensive, have been devised by a 
Swedish inventor. “fhe system con- 
sists of two tanks, a motomdriven rot- 
ary pump, and the necessary radiators 
and piping. One of the tanks is plac- 
ed in the attic of the thouse and is 
thermally insulated. In it are placed 
the ‘heating units which, normally, are 
only operated at night when the 
rates for electric current are low. 
In the morning the heating units are 
‘disconnected from the supply circuit 
‘and the motor-driven pump is started. 
The water flows down the piping and 
through the radiators by the force of 
gravity, and is collected in a receiving 
tank in the basement from where it is 
pumped out and returned to the tank 
in the attic. It is claimed that the 
cost of heating a house by this system 
‘is very low. '

OUR SORROWS 


(By H. B. Adshead) 


The following article appeared in | 


The Calgary Alberta a few days ago, 
and relates some of the incidents in 
the life of the ‘old-timer: 

But we had our sorrows as well as 
“our homely joy and destiny obscure.” 
Nobody was very rich and no one very 
poor, iand 'there seemed to ‘pervade 
a sort of Christian communism; we 
helped one another. 


Did a new settler build a house? We 
had a bee. Was one sick? Someone 
felt it a duty'to “set up with him and 
do his chores.” Did some one die? 
Some neighbor performed the last sad 
necessities for burial. We didn’t care 
much for theology, but just helped to 
bear one another's burdens. 

The wet years. were fom 1899 and 
a number of succeeding years. The 
rivers were snvift and full to  over- 
flowing in the latter part of June and 
to the middle of July. Bridges were 
few and miles upon miles apart, the 
fords were shifty and not always safe. 

Frank Pack, a young man about 25, 
had a job of. breaking some land on 


the other ‘side of the Little Red Deer | 


river. He had a saddleipony and de- 
sired to get to his work on the other 
side. Although his friends thought it 
risky, yet Frank thought his pony 
would carry him safely across the 
ford. Some ‘wanted him to catch hold 
of the pony’s tail and Jet the pony tow 
him across. But Frank mounted his 
trusty saddle horse and waded in. 
About half way across the pony lost 
his footing and rolled over. Frank 
was thrown off and came up on the 
gravel ibar, but he seemed to have got 
a kick from his horse that dazed 
him. The water on the bar was a lit- 
tle above his waist. He stood for a 
moment and then fell over into the 
swift current and was ‘carried away 
and seen no more. 

Next year a settler, Bert White (a 
British man o' war sailor at that) was 
compelled to cross from the other side 
to get some provisions, for the child- 
ren had to have something to eat and 
“Men must work and women must 

weep, 
Though the river bar ‘be foaming.” 

He tried the ford with a team and 
wagon, but, unfortunately, did not 
chain his (wagon box on, and it floated 
off and capsized. The team,with bare 
wagon, was found next day on the 
shore, and poor Bert was found some 
weeks afterward about 18 miles fur- 
ther down. Next year we got a bridge 
through the efforts of John Simpson, 
M.L.A. 

About two weeks after poor Frank 
was drowned, we were having a 
Twelfth of July picnic in a grove 
when word came that Frank had been 
found, caught in the branches of an 
overhanging spruce. There was only 
one thing to do—go and get him 
before the swift current swept him 
away. 

We had no undertakers. Neighbors 
felt it a sacred duty to help one an- 
other. To have offered money would 
have been an insult. Burying our 
dead had not as yet been commercial- 
ized for profit’s sake. I do not 
cast any reflection on our undertak- 
ers. They are a necessity in the 
crowded cities, but we did these things 
out of neighborly sympathy. 

While we had our little “God's 
acre” some miles further down, yet 
many of our pioneers said: 

“J want no silver mounted hearse, 

But just a student preacher read a 
pit of Scripter verse, 

And find some sunny hillside where 

the water willow leans, 

plant me on my ‘homestead, 
where I ‘hustled in my jeans.” 

And here and there as one travels 
through the country may be ‘seen .a 
small plot about four feet by twelve, 
fenced off with spruce poles and in it 
some pioneer sleeps. 

Two or three of us at once left the 
picnic and went some distance down 
the niver, and lodged in the branches 
were the remains of poor Frank. One 
of us crawled out on the overhanging 
trunk and slipped the noose of a rope 
round an arm and we slowly towed 
him to shore. We put a sheet under 
him and placed him on an old stable 
door and took him to’ an uninhabited 
shack close hy. 

The task was a gruesome one at 
best, but the pioneer spirit of brother- 
hood demanded ‘titat it be done. Some 
neighbors drove some 15 miles—30 
both ways—for a coffin, and Pioneer R. 
D. Reid and myself were detailed to 
do the rest that evening in the shack. 

While I am not a total abstainer, 
yet I ave never been accused of 
drinking, but a bottle of good Scotch 
was never so welcome as on that oc- 
casion when some kind-hearted ‘and 
thoughtful friend slipped us one in 
at the door and then “beat it,” and 
at the conclusion of that sad but 
malodorous task, we hadn't so much

The hearse. was 'a wagon ‘and the 
trails, were bad, with many mud holes, 
so We had to drive some ten miles 
through brush, around mud _ holes, 
across creeks and muskegs to the 
cemetery.

The gate had one hinge off, 
and lifting it open I plodded through 
the 'thick undergrowth of prairie grass 
‘and peavine, overhung with poplar and 
willow ‘trees, and as in some neglect- 
ed spot I read the names of James

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A DOMINION ELECTION AND THE 
ONE ESSENTIAL ISSUE 


The Liberal Government at Ottawa 
{s.in a precarious position. Itisina 
minority in the House of Commons, 
and is kept in power only by ‘the 
Bupport of the Progressives or Far- 
‘mers’ Party. There are indications of 
difficulties within the Cabinet, which 
has been much weakened by the loss 
of Mr. Fielding and Sir Lomer Gouin. 
Quite naturally Mr. King and his sup- 
porters are not anxious to face a gen- 
eral election which might possibly re- 
eult in their defeat, or at least in 
their being forced to share place and 
power with the Progressives. Never: 
theless, an election may be forced on 
them. If so, what is the issue at 
stake? As between Conservatives, 
Liberals and Progressives, there is 
hardly a single vital issue. In respect 
to tariffs and imperial defence they 
differ mainly in details and in 
degrees rather than in essential prin- 
ciples. However much the rival par- 
ties may denounce one another in 
public, there is not much to choose 
between them. 

There is however an issue at stake 
fn thie election, and that issue is one 
of high importance. It fs 'the issue of 
Canada versus the politicians; effi- 
ciency, economy, common honesty ver- 
pus extravagant wastefulness, almost 
open bribery, the shadow of bank- 
ruptey hereafter. We called attention 
to this question a month ago when 
commenting on the articles on tax- 
ation in the Calgary Herald. In the 
Montreal Star and Warmers’ Herald 
and in MadcLean’s Magazine articles 
have been appearing which have put 
the case in forcible ‘and impressive de- 
tail. It is absolutely clear that there 
fs nothing to choose between the par- 
ties. They are equally to ‘blame. 
Utterly unnecessary public works 
have been promised as simple in- 
dubitable bribes at election times and 
carried out at huge and useless ex- 
pense to the public. Public staffs 
have been increased without any cor- 
responding increase of work for them 
to do. Expenditure running into un- 
told millions has been authorised with 
mot the slightest pretence of super- 
Vision or consideration. The debt in- 
curred during the war in fighting for 
freedom and honour has been greatly 
{increased since the war through noth- 
ing whatever but miserable, shameless 
political corruption. 

The facts are clear beyond question. 
What is the remedy? If no existing 
political party can be trusted, what is 
to be done? Are the ordinary citizens 
of Canada to continue paying out their 
money under the form of taxes ‘to poli- 
ticians who are neither good business 
men nor even approximately honest? 
Is this country of ours to be burdened 
for the present and the future with a 
Joad of debt incurred mainly to pro- 
vide easy livelihoods for worthless 
Yoafers? That is what is now going 
on. What ds the remedy? 

First, leaders are wanted. Nothing 
can be done without leaders. They 
phould be few in number, of proved 
capacity, of high character. They will 
not be easy ot find, for their task will 
be hard if done honestly, and, more- 
over, there will be many pressing for- 
ward with loud cries to take up the 
task who have not the faintest inten- 
tion, nish, or ability to perform it 
honestly, but are thinking simply of 
their own glorification and gain. Still, 
fit is possible that they can be found. 
Surely there are left in the Israel of 
Canada ten thousand who have not 
bowed the Knee to Baal. On the 
capacity of the people of Canada to 
select these leaders and to follow 
them when chosen, depends the future 
of Canada. 

Those leaders should take the 
known facts as now publicly revealed 
and as they can be got further by 
vatious means from official sources, 
and they should examine them care- 
fully and in detail. Then they should 
draw up a detailed and exact scheme 
of reform for the whole Dominion. It 
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is all well seasoned. We can 
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must be skilfully drawn, not too 
weighty to deter the average citizen 
from following it intelligently, not ‘too 
vague to be in any wise comparable to 
the specious reform schemes of the 
existing politicians. 

Then having drawn their scheme, 
the leaders should try to find in every 
Dominion constituency in Canada one 
man who will stand as a reform can- 
didate at the next election, and who 
will at once announce his candidature 
and set to work to explain the present 
situation and the proposed reforms to 
the people at large. He must choose 
this own helpers. He will need them 
and only a man of wise judgment and 
wide knowledge will be able to dis- 
tinguish between the genuine helpers 
and those who are merely worship. 
pers of a possibly rising sun, ready to 
desert the cause at the first favour- 
able moment for themselves and to 
stab their leaders in the back. 

What will happen if such a scheme 
is launched? That will depend on the 
leadership. No scheme, however 
good, can succeed unless ‘the leader- 
ship is sound, but—if the leaders can 
be found, they will sweep the existing 
political parties out of power so 
quickly and so ithoroughly that there 
will be little left of them but a mal- 
odourous memory. 

Then, what next? Then will come 
the really difficult part of the ‘work. 
To destroy a rotten structure is easy. 
To build a sound one in its place and 
maintain it in sound tand healthy con- 
‘dition—that is the labour, that is the 
task. We earnesitly hope that those 
who have been responsible for bring- 
ing this matter before the public will 
not rest till they have gone further 
with it, till they have translated pro- 
tests into effedtive ‘action. 
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LABOUR IN POWER IN 
GREAT BRITAIN 


The Labour party in Great Britain is 
settled in office. For the first time in 
British history a Labour ministry sits 
on the government benches in the 
Houses of Parliament. The first pro- 
nouncements of policy have been 
made on behalf of the Government. 
They are somewhat vague and indefi- 
nite, somewhat obviously conditioned 
by the fact that the Government is in 
a hopeless minority in Parliament. 
These pronouncements have been re- 
ceived with graceful compliments 
from the leaders of the Conservative 
and Liberal parties, and with quite a 
measure of favour by the British 
press, which is almost entirely Con- 
servative or Liberal. In one quarter 
only is there an entire absence of 
rea] enthusiasm, and that is the rank 
and file of the Labour party. Already 
there is becoming clear the dilemma 
in which the Labour government is 
placed. Hither they must face an im- 
mediate defeat in Parliament, which 
means that they must resign almost as 
soon as they have got into office, or 
they must offend the extreme section 
of their party, which is not given to 
compromise and not inclined to accept 
dictation from anybody. The leaders 
of the Labour Government know per- 
fectly well that much of the policy of 
their followers is mere vindictive des- 
truction and wasteful spoilation. The 
rank and file of the party know equal- 
ly well that they want more of the 
good things of life and they want them 
quickly. They believe that they can 
be got by violence, if necessary, and, 
if necessary, they ‘have no particular 
objection to getting them by violence. 

Again, the leaders are now in the 
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then they may yet do well. There is | 
ample room for social 
Great Britain which will mean not 
harm but good. Only—can they do it? 
Have they the strength to do it? In 
the stormy days of Gladstonian Home 
Rule agitation Parnell, a Protestant, 
was able to maintain discipline in his 
party of Catholic Irish rebels, as un- 
ruly a team as can well be imagined, 
and he did it with a strong hand and 
a contemptuous ruthlessness. Can Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Clynes and 
Mr. Henderson fleal equally firmly 
with colléagues like Mr. Wheatly, who 
already has raised something like a 
storm, or with subordinates like the 
other members from the Clyde? 

It is a very critical situation, and 
the first favourable impression made 
by the character of the Labour Gov- 
ernment ought not to blind observers 
to the reality of the crisis. There were 
ugly violent features about the late 
election which are of ominous import. 
After all, in Great Britain, as in any 
other country now or in the past, those 
will take who have the power and 
those will keep who can. Where lies 
the real power now in the heart of 
the Dmpire? Who are those who, if 
the dam of order breaks, can control 
and master the deluge that will fol- 
low? ‘They may call themselves by 
any political name they please, but one 
thing is absolutely essential—they 
must be men. 


QUI S’EXCUSE S’ACCUSE 


“He who excuses himself, accuses 
himself” is a proverb well enough 
known and habitually ignored in prac- 
tice. Great and small, high and low, 
learned and ignorant, regularly vio- 
late this excellent rule. When one 
thinks of it, it is really a very obvious 
thing. The innocent man, conscious 
of his innocence, does not often feel 
under any obligation to defend his 
conduct. If he is wrongfully accused, 
he can usually count on someone else 
having the knowledge and the honesty 
to defend him against the accusation. 
If there are none such, he realizes 
that there is little use in putting for- 
ward a defence. It is really wasting 
time. It is usually the guilty man 
who feels himself irresistibly impelled 
to proffer a defence, whether his 
guilt be of some serious crime against 
the public, some trivial offence against 
social convention or good taste, or 
even some act contrary to his own bet- 
ter nature, for which he must answer 
only to his own conscience. 

Yet how commonly is the defence 
made. In private conversation, in pub- 
lic speech and writings, the guilty 
souls hasten to pour forth their indig- 
nant claims to innocence. “Just fancy, 
my dear,” says Miss X. to Miss Y., 
“that malicious Miss Z. is telling 
everybody that I have been saying she 
paints, and I never said anything of 
ithe sort. It ‘was just that Mrs. A. 
asked me if I thought her complexion 
was really genuine, and of course I—” 
and so on. “Gentlemen,” says the 
politician, “I have been accused of cor- 
ruption, of being a common grafter. 
It is a shameful lie. The circumstanc- 
es under which I acquired the valu- 
able oil shares in question are easily 
explained. I happened to know—etc.” 
“Hear, hear,” say all the worthies who 
hope to go and do likewise at the 
first possible chance. “The sanguin- 
ary old prevaricator” say all those 
who do not believe they ever will have 
the chance. Nobody believes the de- 
fence. A few pretend they do. 

The late Lord Fisher, that great but 
eccentric naval genius of Great Brit- 
ain, said in one of his books: “Never 
explain, never apologise.”

We consider the explanation launch- 
ed by the Province in defence of the 
United States to be a most uncalled- 
for insult to Canadian citizens. For 
it states, or at least infers, that condi- 
tions in Canada are just as bad but 
are covered up by the editors of vari- 
ous newspapers whose policies are 
not agreeable to the Province.

Annual Agricultural Report 

A record of the greatest crop in 
the history of the Province is contain- 
ed in the annual report of the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture submit- 
ted to the Legislature the past week. 

Not only was the quantity of grain 
produced greater than in any other 
year, but the quality of much of it was 
unusually thigh. Furthermore, great 
advance was made in diversified farm- 
ing, and in the growth of fodder 
crops, of which corn was a particular 
success in Southern Alberta, as well 
as sweet clover. The livestock indus- 
try, too. shows a very considerable 
iniprovement over former years. All 
this is emphasized in the report of 
Deputy Minister, H. A. Craig, and 
biought out in detail in the reports of 
the various branches. 


Comparative Crop Figures 


The following are a few comparative 
crop figures for 1923 and 1922: 

Wheat production: 1923, 167,265,084 
bus.; 1922, 65,776,693 bus. Average 
per acre: 1923, 28 bus.; 1922, 11.50 bus. 

Yield all field crops: 1923, 305,340,- 
697 bus.; 1922, 110,860,329 ‘bus. 

Value of all field and fodder crops: 
1923, $171,026,804; 1922, $100,542,384. 

Value of all products, including 
grain, dairy, pouilry, wool, game, ete.: 
1923, $23,814,804; 1922, $150,488,699. 

In the cattle industry better demand 
and better prices prevailed last year, 
according to the Livestock Commis- 
sioner. The sheep industry is flourish- 
ing and the production of hogs has 
increased wonderfully. 

The livestock shipments of the year 
were as follows: 

Local: Horses, 4,724; cattle, 104, 
967. Export: Horses, 9,331; cattle, 
49,343. Total: Horses, 14,055; cattle, 
154,312. 

Dairy Progress 

Remarkable progress of the dairy 
industry is shown in the report of 
Dairy Commissioner Marker, who 
dwells upon the great improvement in 
quality of cream and creamery butter 
through the grading systems. The pro- 
duction of butter was as follows: 

1922: 15,417,070 from 54 creameries; 
1923: 17,750,000 from 75 creameries. 

The production of cheese has grown 
as follows: 

1922: 931,992 Ibs. ¢rom 14 factories; 
1923: 1,850,000 tbs. from 13 factories. 

There were 57 cream graders at 
work during the season. ‘So success- 
ful has been the grading system that 
creamery butter from the province 
has taken its place on the markets 
of Britain, 20,000 boxes ‘having been 
shipped direct to British firms from 
Alberta creameries. 


Poultry Growth 


In three short years Alberta has be- 
come an exporting instead of an im- 
porting province with respect to eggs. 
Last season 51,366 cases of eggs were 
exported, this being the net export 
over import of eggs. Tt is estimated 
also that 3,500,000 Ibs. of live poultry 
were marketed during the year by Al- 
berta farmers. The marketing service 
conducted by the government ‘thas 
grown tremendously, the following fig- 
ures being some indication:

CITY AND COUNTRY 
BOYS 


Success Frequently Attends the Sturdy 
\Boy from the Farm 


Discussing the ‘comparative oppor- 
tunities of city boys and country boys, 
the New York Times recently pointea 
out that only two of the American 
Presidents were born in 'the citles— 
Roosevelt in New York and Taft in 
Cincinnati. .All the others came from 
‘towns and viljages; in fact, Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, Cleveland, Harding and 
Coolidge were really country boys. It 
might with equal accuracy be sald 
that the cities of Canada have produc- 
ed but few of our Prime Ministers, 
says the Ottawa Journal. Our strong 
men have been for the most part 
pred amid rural suroundings, and in 
that fact there is an encouraging sig- 
nificance. 

Opportunity is not always a matter 
of environment. It grows rather out 
of the ambition and the calibre of the 
individual. In a very large sense it 
proceeds from discontentment, which 
is the negative side of high purpose. 
It is, of course, not true that all men 
are born free and equa], nor that all 
men have equal chances on the road 
to success, but it is true that humble 
birth and unpromising surroundings 
are not handicaps tio progress. On 
the contrary, they may readily beget 
the fibre of courage and serve as Im- 
pelling forces in the right kind of a 
young man.

Total coal production in Alberta for 
1923 was 6,866,923 tons, compared with 
5,976,432 tons in 1922. Of the 1923 
production, a total of 1,382,788 tons 
was for consumption in the province, 
and 1,937,753 tons went to other 

provinces, and 83,557 to the US. 


Compensation Board Report 

A total of $485,000 was paid out in 
claims under the compensation act, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
board administering the act. In 1922 
the amount paid out was $399,577. Dur- 
ing the season 409 dependents of de- 
ceased workmen and 58 _ pensioners 
were receiving payments from the 
funds. 


Civil Service Staff Reduced 

Net reductions of the provincial civ- 
i] service staff during the year 1923 
totalled 128, there having been 207 re- 
tirements and only 79 appointments to 
the permanent staff, according to the 
report of the Civil Service Commi:- 
sfoner. 


Straw-board from Alberta Straw 
Samples of straw-board made from 
‘Alberta straw have been received by 
Premier Greenfield from the Montreal 
laboratory of the Dominion Forestry 
Branch. The Premier has had the 
experiments conducted in order to In- 
vestigate the possibilities of the use of 
straw from Alberta grain flelds in this 
way. The samples received indicate 
there are real possibilities in this Ifne. 


Dairy Short Course 
A short ‘course for practical cream- 
ery workers at the University is to be 
conducted by Prof. Marker trom Feb- 


ruary 26 to March 7. 


Success of Short Courses’ 

The series of short courses being 
held at various points in the province 
by the Department of Agriculture for 
farmers, is meeting with much success, 
there being good attendances. At 
Bindloss nearly 200 attended, ind an- 
other gcod course was theld ait Gleich- 
en.

Alberta Team Wins 

The boys’ demonstration team from 
the Claresholm School of Agriculture, 
Alberta, won 'the championship banner 
and gold watches for the demonstra- 
tions given at the recent farm prod- 
ucts exposition at Winnipeg. The 
girls’ team from Olds school, nvhile 
winning third only, gave a very cred- 
itable performance, 


Amusement Tax Recelpts 

‘Alberta people spent more money 
at theatres and amusements during 
1923 than in 1922 the amusement tax 
returns show. The total collected in 
1923 ‘was $203,992.49 against $183,993.- 
61 in 1922. During the year sixteen 
pictures were condemned by the cen- 
sor board. A total of 1,618 permits 
were granted. 

In addition to this, the Provincial 
Mecretary’s report shows the total 
collected from motor vehicles to be 
$742,573.50 for 1923, compared with 
$716,873.25 for 1922; corporations tax 
$475,609.36 in 1923 compared with 
$462,691.33 in 1922; gasoline tax $241,- 
247.00 in 1923, aggainst $185,118.00 in 
1922; mine owners’ tax $247,161.14 
compared with $282,690 in 1922. Coal 
mines yielded $6,333.89 in 1923 com- 
pared with $5,565.79 in 1922, Licenses 
and fees collected from companies ‘tot- 
alled $36,231.75 compared with $40,- 
395.31 in 1922. During the year 241 
‘companies were incorporated in the 
province with a total capital of $16,-

governmental requirements ffor a 
country of fifty million people, and yet 
is purchasing more at exorbitant dig- 
ures. Then there is the electoral pat- 
ronage in wharves and docks. Last 
year’s estimates show seventy-five 
Quebec votes, amounting to $633,765, 
and of which seventy-five percent. is 
pure waste. Nova Scotia had forty- 
one votes for unknown and unneces- 
sary wharves and piers at a cost of 
$441,000. It is impossible ‘to find on 
uptodate maps many of the places 
where this money is to be expended. 
And ‘so it is Ithroughout every depart- 
ment. There could be a reduction in 
estimates of public works and similar 
departments of $5,000,000 without fm- 
pairing the efficiency of any service, 
except the Government’s political 

machine. In North Essex there is be- 
ing spent $50,000 on a bootlegger’s 
wharf, while the promises made to 
Kent and Halifax would, if redeemed, 
cost the treasury $7,000,000. 

Both Great Britain and the United 
States have saved hugs sums in re- 
funding their debts. It is estimated 
that in the United States the saving 
alone from this source is $100,000,000 
annually, and Great Britain has been 
almost equally successful. Canada 
has not saved $150,000 annual interest 
charges in the two refunding loans. It 
is interest that is the great source of 
burdensome taxation. We must reduce 
our interest charges or we Can make 
but little reduction in taxation. Here 
again the Government has failed shen 
the opportunity was afforded for in- 
terest reduction, and a resultant re- 
duction in taxation. 

In every phase of Governmental con- 
trol the Government has failed to 
exercise that economy essential.

WASTE, EXTRAVAGANCE 
RUN RIOT AT OTTAWA 


_THREE DEPARTMENTS SHOULD 
| BE ABOLISHED 


With a Saving of $1,000,000 Annually 
; to the Overburdened Taxpayers 


FIVE ROYAL COMMISSIONS 


. Cost the Country $850,000, All Useless 
and Unnecessary—Joy Ridere Harvest 


(Mail and Empire Correspondence) 


Attention has been drawn particu- 
larly to the Government's failure to 
bring the civil service to a pre-war 
basis. For tthis failure there is some 
excuse, but there is no excuse for not 
attempting to continue the demobi- 
lization of the war civil service begun 
and drastically conducted by the late 
administration. The post-war civil 
service must be greater in personnel 
and expense than the pre-war organi- 
zation, as the war brought into being 
at least six new departments that can- 
not be dispersed for years. These are 
the Pensions Board, Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-establishment, Soldiers’ Land Set- 
tlement Board, Sales Tax Department, 
Income Tax Department and the Air 
Board. These are all essential to post- 
War government, and add at east 
twenty percent. to the personnel. In 
addition, our enormous debt with 
bond issues, sales and payments have 
greatly added to the personnel of the 
Finance Department. The government 
could not bring the service to a pre-- 
war basis, but they could have con- 
tinued the work of the Conservatives 
in reducing where possible the num- 
ber and expenses of civil servants. 
The pre-war civil service personnel 
was about 30,000. ~ This increased 
during five years of war with its 
heavy @xpenditure and new services 
to 50,307. In the fiscal year 1920-21 
the Conservatives reduced this to 41,-

ther reduction to 41,255, or in after 
war demobilization of the war civil 
service the Conservative Government 
in eighteen months made a reduction 
of 9,052, but the accession of the -pres- 
ent Government stopped further re- 
ductions and in their two years in 
office nothing further has been done. 
The service should have been reduced 
to 36,000, allowing a twenty percent. 
increase for new departments arising 
out of the war. The Government fail- 
ed,-not in reducing the civil service to 
a pre-war basis, which is impossible, 
but in not reducing it to ‘a practical 
and economical basis. 

The Government has shown gross 
extravagance in salary imcreases. It 
is a mistaken idea that salaries at 
Washington are on a higher scale 
than at Ottawa; in fact, for corres- 
ponding work Ottawa salaries are the 
greater. The Government last session 
made increases in deputy ministers’ 
salaries without a particle of justifica- 
tion, except to reward political friends. 
None of the retipients could earn 
half their present salaries in civil 
life. Then the payment of $15,000 per 
year to the new Auditor-General is 
preposterous. Whoever heard of Geo. 
Gonthier, before he was given this, the 
greatest civil servant’s salary in 
North America? The duties of the 
Office nvere being well done by an ex- 
perienced official for $4,000. There 
are many other instances of similar 
gross extravagance. Then the Gov- 
ernment has failed to amalgamate de- 
partments and reduce overhead ex- 
penses, Take railways and canals: 
Here is a department with one hun- 
dred employees with a Minister, a 
Deputy Minister, an Assistant Deputy 
Minister and a Finance Controller. 
The necessity of this department pass- 
ed away with the co-ordination of the 
National Railways, and it should be 
merged into public works with an an- 
nual saving of at least $300,000. Lab- 
or should be amalgamated with immi- 
gration,and stateand external affairs 
should be one department. Three de- 
partments could be eliminated ‘with 
an annual saving of nearly $1,000,000. 
Instead of reducing the number of 
departments, [Ministers and Deputy 
Ministers, the Government ‘has retain- 
ed them allandincreased the salaries 
of the deputies. 

Patronage hunger and a ‘weak ad- 
ministration have caused the last two 
years of waste and extravagance at 
Ottawa. Party firends and ministers 
ihave been on joy rides to every known 
country at the Government’s expense. 
Hon. Duncan Marshall’s’ entertain- 
ment alone for two years has ‘cost the 
Federal treasury $30,000, and he jis but 
one of a host who have received 
“travelling scholarships” for political 
services. Another expensive means 
of reward has been by “Royal Com- 
mission.” During the war, when the 
government called to their aid experts 
to meet the numerous new problems, 
“Government by Commission” ‘was 
condemned by the Liberals, who have 
in normal times perpetrated and in- 
tensified this system. In two years 
there have been not less than ten com- 
missions at ia cost of over a million 
dollars. They have been abortive and 
expensive, and have delayed instead 
of assisting in solving problems of im- 
mediate importance. Take these five 
commissions and their estimated cost 
as a sample of this form of waste: 
Soldiers’ Re-establishment .... $250,000 
Grain Inquiry 300,000 
Great Lakes Grain Rates 50,000 
Pulpwood Inquiry 150,000 
Revision of the Statutes .... 100,000

Here are five “Royal Commissions” 
that will cost over three-quarters of a 
millon dollars, and ll have been use- 
less and unnecessary. The duties of 
the first was always performed by a 
parliamentary committee, without ex- 
tra cost to the country. The Grain 
Inauiry is a farce of the worst des- 
cription, and the Great Lakes Inquiry 
did nothing but bring Canadian law 
into disrepute. The Pulpwood Inquiry, 
headed by a tobacco manvfacturer, 
was deprived of all its usefulness by 
the Government by Orders-in-Council 
subsequent to its appointment. The 
statutes had been practicaily revised 
under the old’ Government by W. F. 
O'Connor for a small sum. Mhis. work 
is thrown aside and a commission cf 
six, headed by Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, 
end consisting of political workers, 
appointed to do work practically com- 
pleted. Here t< $100,000 heing wasted 
for political patronage on this un- 
necessary Royal Commission. Patron- 
ageas areward for public services has 
cost the treasury in Royal Commis- 
sions over a millfon dollars in two 
years. 
Publlc Works Department 
Then there is the waste and ex- 
travagance for political patronage in 
the Public Works Department. Land 
puchases are made in Ottawa and 
other cities where already the Federal 
“overnment has enormous, unoccupied 
holdings.

EXTENSION OF 
HEALTH WORK 


Further extension of the work 
which has been accomplished by the 
Public Health Nursing Branch of the 
Department of Public Health in the 
‘past is being planned by the Depart- 
ment for the coming year, according 
to a statement made by Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, Provincial Minister of 
| Health. 

Up until 1923 the Provincial Gov- 
/ ernment practically sustained the pub- 

lic health nurses in the municipal dis- 
'tricts, the purpose of this was to 
demonstrate the value of the work. In 
1923 the government decided to p]ace 
this service on a mermanent basis, 
Ee to bear the one-half of the cost. of 
| 


a nurse stationed in a municipality or 
union of municipalities. 
‘also to apply to municipal hospital 
districts. Some of the hospital dis- 
tricts incorporated this provision in 
the scheme submitted to the people. 

The ‘duties of a public health nurse 
‘are well known; among them are the 
inspection of school children, hospital, 
social ‘service work; child welfare 
clinics, and follow up visits in the 
homes. 

During 1923,ten thousand, five hun- 
dred and twenty-three babies and 
children of pre-school age were in at- 
tendan’ce at child welfare clinics con- 
‘ducted by our ipublic health and dis- 
trict nurses throughout the provinces, 
‘and twelve thousand, ning hundred 
and ninety-eight home visits ‘were 
made. The pre-natal clinic is steadily 
growing in favor, though much of this 
advice is still given in the homes. 

The demand for chi]d welfare clin- 
{es is heavy. These are received from 
women’s organizations, agricultural 
societies, Soldters’ Settlement Board, 
and village and town councils. This 
work has been found of such value 
| that {t is the intention of the Depart- 
ment of Health to continue and ex- 
tend the same, as the reports from 
i these different organizations on 
follow-up work has been most encour- 
aging. 

pecially qualified nurses are being 
employed 'to conduct lectures and dem- 
onstrations through the usua] chan- 
nels, the women's organizations. 
These nurses not only ditsseminate 
information on health matters, but 
make surveys and bring back to the 
Department valuable information re- 
garding the special needs of the dif- 
ferent communities. Moving picture 
films are being used extensively by 
‘all nurses on the staff, and appropri- 
ate health films have been secured for 
schoolroom use as well as the  lec- 
ture p]atform. 

The demand for an increase in the 
district nursing service is under fflav- 
orable consideration. Last year two 
new districts were opened, and at 
present there are six districts in op- 
eration in the isolated. parts of the 
province. A's well as ministering to 
the sick the district numse is interest- 
ed in community sanitation; demand- 
ing pure drinking water, hot lunches 
for children, and enforcing {solation 
measures in infectious diseases. 

A special feature of tthe work done 
‘by all the nurses on the staff at the 
| present tlme is that of conducting 
‘lasses in home nursing in conjunc- 
tion with St. John’s Ambulanco Assocl- 


This was 
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ation. Bach nurse in her district has 
one or more classes, special attention 
being given to maternity nursing and 
demonstration on the care of the 
baby. At the conclusion of the 
course, the students are examined by 
a medical practitioner, and where 
found proficient are awarded St. 
John’s AmbuJance certificate. 

The future ‘policy of the Department 
depends upon the willingness of the 
people to co-operate and the financial 
condition of the country. It is hoped 
‘the demand for an increase in the dis- 
trict nursing ‘service twill be met and 
plans are under consideration where- 
by it is hoped that this service will be 
more than doubled.

ANNUAL MEETING OF RATE- 
PAYERS OF M.D. OF HAYS 


The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of the M.D. of Hays, No. 338, was 
held in Smith's hall, Lousana, on Sat- 
urday, February 16th, at 1 p.m., and 
although at the commencement the 
crowd was small, the hall was well 
filled befort the meeting had proceed- 
ed very far. 

The meeting ‘was called to order by 
Reeve Wilton, and Mr. James Jam- 
jeson was voted to the chair. 

The minutes of the previous annual 
meeting were read, and on motion of 
W. G. Jamieson and W. C. McKay, 
were adopted. 

Considerable time was spent dis- 
cussing the financial statement, but no 
important objections were offered as 
to the year’s operations. The usual 
discussion took place regarding doing 
the road work by contract, which re- 
sulted in a motion being made by C. 
J. Norton and H. Crossley that the 
Council consider the advisability of do- 
ing the work hy contract. This motion 
was lost. 

In regard to the destruction of 
gophers, it was moved by A. L. Kirke- 
berg and H. Crossley that the Council 
provide one package of gopher poison 
for each quarter section and pass a 
by-law to enforce the owner and oc- 
cupant to put it on the land. This 
motion was carried with only four vot- 
ing for. 

On motion of A. L. Kirkeberg and H. 
Crossley, the Council ‘was authorized 
to grant the sum of $125.00 to the 
Salvation Army Rescue Home of Ed. 
monton. 

The matter of changing the boun- 
daries of Divs. 2 and 5 (which had 
been discussed by the Council during 
the year without-any definite action) 
was brought in by Wm. Angus and H. 
Crossley, who moved that the Council 
reconsider the question. ‘Carried. 

It was also moved by Wm. Angus 
and H. Crossley that Divs. 3 and 4 be 
altered by moving the boundary one 
mile south of the present boundary. 
An amendment was offered by A. L. 
Kirkeberg and F. Ross, recommending 
that the Council alter the boundaries 
of Divs. 1 and 5, 2 and 5, and 3 and 4, 
iby moving the line to a point one mile 
south ofthe north ling of Twps. 36-22, 
36-23 and 36-24, and also alter the east 
‘boundary of Div. No. 4 by adding sec- 
tions 31-36-23, 6, 7, 18, 19, 30 and 34 in 
37-23-4, 

The amendment carried almost 
unanimously.
